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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-8 and 12-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the prior art 
either alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed combination of limitations to 
warrant a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103. Specifically, in reference to independent claim 1, 
none of the prior art either alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed micro- 
mechanical thermal structure specifically including, as the distinguishing feature(s) in 
combination with the other limitations the claimed "two layers of material with different thermal 
expansion coefficients in a first direction and a second direction respectively, the first direction 
being transverse to the second direction and the two layers comprising an oriented polymer, 
wherein the director of the molecules of the oriented polymer of the first layer is transverse to the 
director of the molecules of the oriented polymer of the second layer." 

3. Specifically, in reference to independent claim 6, none of the prior art either alone or in 
combination disclose or teach of the claimed thermo-optical modulator specifically including, as 
the distinguishing feature(s) in combination with the other limitations the claimed "two layers of 
material with different thermal expansion coefficients in a first direction and a second direction 
respectively, the first direction being transverse to the second direction and the two layers 
comprising an oriented polymer, wherein the director of the molecules of the oriented polymer of 
the first layer is transverse to the director of the molecules of the oriented polymer of the second 
layer."
